ed my flag to her, that I might more eafiSy 
communicate my ofJers to. and c o lle t the 
(hips, and towed the Royal Sovereign out to 
Tea ward. 
The whole fl-et were now in a 
very perilous fituatioo, many difmatted. all 
fluttered, in thirteen fathom of water, off the 
Shoals of Trafalgar, and when I made the 
ligiml to prepare to anchor, few of the (hips

Two Hamburgh mails have arrivetl, and 
have brought fome very important details*— 
They coiiiirm the faft already ßated in this 
paper, that his Pruifian M^tjeOy has taken 
polteiTion of Hanover in the name of his 
Britannic Majefly. 


The advanced guard of the Rudlan troops 
entered Blitsenburgh on the Elbe on the 20th 
ult. the Piufiaiis entered the cleftorate of 
Hanover the next day. 
The French, as 
might have been expected, threw themfelves 
into the fortreis of Hameln, to;the amount; 
it is faid.of flve or fix thoufand men, where 
it is ruppofed they will bs blockaded* 
They 
have provifioned ti.% place for twelve months. 


The intelligence from Berlin ia of the moft 
important nature« 
The political fyft-m of 
the PruÎÎian cabinet has undergone a com­ 
plete chnnge in the couife of the laft month. 
Inftead of placing her immenfe armies upon 
the war riîüblifhmeDt, merely to refift the 
paffage of a foreign force through her terri- 
toriej and maintain her neutrality. Pruflla 
has conccdfd. full liberty of tranfit to the 
Rufilan forces, and is matching her armies to 
Francoiiia, to the banks of the Rhine, and 
ro the borders of the Batavian Republic.— 
'I'hree armies, amounting in the whole to 
r50jooo men, are ailually on theic.m'irch for 
tiie different points we have mentioned. 
A 
fourth army, of immenfr force, is alTembling 
in Brandenburgh for the fapport of the three 
firft. 
Twenty four thoui'and Saxons, and 
twenty thoufand Hr flians, are to be united 
to the armies on their march to -Franconia 
apd Vl^eftphi»! ia. 
The army in Lower Saxo­ 
ny is to be 
commanded by the Duke of 
lirunfwick ; and we thitik there is fome pro- 
hübility that the Ruiliau and the Swedifh 
tioops who are already in Hiuover, and the 
Brittfli and Hanoverian, who will fliortly be 
there, mny all uUimately come under the 
command of that excellent general tnd con- 
fumnute politician. 


The van guard of the fccond RuiHan ar­ 
my, amounting to 20 000 men, had arrive'd 
about the middli? of Ufl month in Bohemia, 
and formed a junAion, we have no doubt, 
with the troops on the Inn in a few days 
after. 
Independent of the immenfe armies 
which were pouring down through PrufCan 
Poland and G<illicia, from theRuiOan terri­ 
tories, a confiderable reinforcement to the 
troops already landed in Pomerania were ex- 
peûed to arrive from Revel at WolgaQ in 
the fame province.
